Officer _C. A. Roberts, Shot 
While Trying to Make Ar- 
rest—Mob Catches Party 
Taking - Negro .. to ‘Jail and 
‘Effects Lynching. °

Donalsonville, Ga, December 23.—C. 


A. Roberts, chief; town marshal, was 


killed by a negro here this afternoon, 
and the latter was shot to death by a 
mob that sought revenge immediately 
afterwards. : 

The trouble started in town at 4:15 
o'clock. John D. Warren, the negro, 
came to town and, after partaking of 
too much Christmas liquor, quarreled 
with Gus Newberry and finally drew a 
revolver and threatened to kill him. 
The negro was finally chased out of 
town by persons who had seen him 
flourish a revolver. : | 

Marshal Roberts heard of the affair, 
and he, with J. D. Moseley and J. W: 
McMullin, jumped into an automobile 
and started in pursuit. 
the negro on the outskirts of the town, 
and the marshal ordered him to stop 
and climb out of the wagon. 

The negro turned in his seat and 
opened fire at his pursuers. Marshal 
Roberts returned the fire, both men 
being wounded. The marshal jumped 
from the automobile and grasped the 
negro and dragged him from the seat. 

Roberts fell dead from the wounds 
that he had sustained as the negro 
dropped to the ground. 

Crowd Shoots Negro. 

The negro was taken in charge by 
Moseley and McMullen, and they at- 
tempted to take him back to town. But 
the mob that had been closely follow- 
ing overtook the. party and drove Mose- 
ley and McMullen away from the negro. 
Then the members of the crowd shot 
the negro full of bullets. He was too 
weak from wounds previously received 
in his duel with the marshal and too 
full of liquor to make any headway in 
getting away.

Chicago, December 23.—(Special.)— 
The federal government has begun an 
exhaustive investigation of the latest 
cult, known as Mazedan among whose 
devotees figure more than 100 Chicago 
women of wealth and prominence. 

The “green book,” the volume con- 
taining the mystc rites of the cult, 
headed by the high priest, Hanish, 
which consist’ of sun baths by wofnen 
in silk and transparent attire and oth- 
er sirange ceremonies, is said to be in 
the possession of the United States 
district attorney’s office. The fact that 
the book, alleged to contain matters 
that the officials term “immoral,” has 
been sent through the mails, is the 
basis for the federal investigation. 

Scores of Chicago women, who have 
come become sun worshipers at the 
new shrine dodged prcecess’ servers 
armed with subpoenas fcr their appear~ 
ance in the impending legal battle of 
the possession of their: Philadelphia 
boy heir. 

The case is set for January 4 before 
Judge Pinckney. Charles R. Lindsey, 
uncle of the boy, wrested the child 
from the prophet at the “sun temple” 
at 3016 Lake Park avenue. The mother 
had placed the child there. She is a 
devotee of the new worship. By the 
witnesses Lindsay, the uncle, expects 
to prove the mother unworthy and un- 
fit to rear the child. The prophet, 
Hanish, dubbed Mrs, Lindsay the “Van- 
dah,” of the temple, and promised she 
would be the mother of the new “Mes- 
siah.”

Charles W. Morse’s condition yester- 
day was very satisfactory to Major 
Baker,. the post surgeon under whose 
care the prisoner has been since his 
transfer from the federal prison to 
the military hospital at McPherson. 

The prisoner had a pad night Friday, 
and was nervous Saturday, but much 
of his nervousness might be attributed 
to the ordeal through which he passed 
that day—a careful, critical examina- 
tion by two ofAtlanta’s best-known 
physicians, Dr. W. 8. Bikin and Dr. 
E. C. Davis, who were acting under 
the direction of the department of 
justice. 

Dr. Elkin and Dr. Davis visited 
Morse at the military hospital Friday 
morning, and at 9:80 o’clock entered 
the ‘sick man’s room. The visit lasted 
an hour and a half, and during that 
time not even the post surgeon was 
adinitted to the room. 

Immediately after leaving the post 
hospital, the two doctors formulated 
their report and sent it on to Wash- 
ington. Whether the report of the At- 
lanta physicians went back to Wash- 
ington by wire or by letter neither Dr. 
Elkin or Dr. Davia will say. if the 
report went by mail it left Atlanta Fri- 
day night in time to be in the hands 
of the department of justice at the 
latest Saturday afternoon.

It was the same fear, it is said, in- 
spired by the belief that the woman 
was a necromancer that Kept the two 
Forgione women who claimed to have 
witnessed the murder of Mrs. Lagaur- 
dia from informing the police of the 
murder until after the woman finally 
was arrested and sent to the peniten- 
tiary for forgery.

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BLOODY FIGHTING 
IN PERSIAN CITY 


Fifty Men Killed Resisting the 
Russians—Several Officials 
Among the Slain. 


London, December 23.—Fifty Per- 
sians were killed during street fight- 
ing between .Russian troops and the 
Persians in the city of Tabriz, accord- 
ing to official telegrams from Teheran 
reaching London. 

The Russians occupied all the ggv- 
ernment offices as well as the tele- 
Frapl station. They bombarded the 
governor's place and demolished many 
private. buildings with their artillery. 
Several’ Persian officials also were 
killed during the fighting at Resht. 
The bloodshed which has occurred at 
Tabriz, Resht and other places in Per- 
sia threatens to complicate the final 
settlement of the Russa-Persian diffi- 
culty as if is likely to delay the with- 
drawal of the Russian troops from 
Persian territory. 

According to a dispatch from  S8t. 
Petersburg today the Russian govern- 
ment does not intend to attmept to 
adjust the mater by making a protest 
Q the Persian government, but will it- 
Self undertake the punishment of those 
who jit alleges were responsible for 
the attacks on the Russian troops. 

St. Petersburg, December 23.—A dis- 
patch received here from Tazrib, Persia, 
Says that sharp fighting occurred again 
today near the river Aji-Chai, in the 
vicinity of Lake Urumia. : 

A detachment of Russian Cossacks is 
prtecting the government buildings at 
Tabriz and the road leading to the 
‘own.

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THE APPOINTMENT OF JUDGE POTTLE. 


In designating J. R. Pottle to fill the vacancy on the bench of 
the Court of Appeals created by the resignation of Judge Arthur 
G. Powell, Governor Slaton has made an excellent appointment. 
The new appointee is a lawyer of eminent ability and comes to his 
well recognized judicial talent by direct inheritance, for his father, 
the late Judge Pottle, served for years as one of the state’s most 
eminent judges. The son will worthily wear the mantle of his 
father’s judicial ability. Although a young man, he has built up 
a reputation as one of the ablest lawyers of southwest Georgia. 

In a statement accompanying his resignation Judge Powell ex- 
presses himself in a manner that should challenge the attention of 
all thoughtful Georgians.

3ut the small compensation for his services thereon, compels him 
to take this course in justice to his family and himself. As he de- 
clares, “Georgia should be not only ashamed, but afraid,’ to pay 
her judges salaries so much smaller than those they can earn as 
lawyers. This warning, coming from one of the cleanest, ablest 
and sanest jurists to sit on the bench of either of Georgia’s highest 
courts for many years, should not be lost. An underpaid ju- 
diciary is one of the gravest menaces to which a state can be sub-

A MOST PRACTICAL PHILANTHROPHY. 


Officials and friends of the Georgia State Sanitarium for the 
Insane, at Milledgeville, have set on foot a most practical and highly 
commendable philanthropy—a movement to organize a band and 
orchestra to lighten the tedium of the unfortunate inmates, and 
to aid at the dances given at regular intervals at the institution. 

It is universally recognized that music is, in itself, a definite 
treatment in certain forms of mental disease. From this side, and 
in the ‘way of giving pleasure also to those less violently afflicted, 
the project is one that should appeal to humane Georgians wher- 
ever situated. 

The officers and trustees of the institution have already sub- 
scribed freely, but have reached their limit and must call on out- 
side assistance to complete the fund. It is estimated that $2,500 
is needed, as a competent instructor must be employed, and the 
state appropriations for the sanitarium are barely sufficient for 
maintenance without any extras. Enough of the attendants and 
nurses have volunteered their services as performers to insure the 
personnel of the band. The main requirement now is equipment, 
as well as the salary of the instructor. 

The movement is so obviously a worthy one that it should be 
necessary merely to mention it, especially at the Christmas sea- 
son, for response for Georgia to be spontaneous and Mjl-sufficient to 
the occasion.

“THE NEW BOYS’ HIGH SCHOOL. 


In the current discussion regarding a new structure for the 


Boys’ High school, two. points should be irrevocably established. 

1. The imperative need of ‘an adequate building and campus 
within reasonable distance from the center of the city.’ 

2. The final dismissal of the suggestion to encroach on At- 
lanta’s park system by taking a site for the school from Piedmont, 
Grant or any other park. 

No one can doubt the need for an entirely new plant for the 
Boys’ High school. The present structufe is not ohly inadequate 
in space, necessitating the use of the attics for schoolrooms, but 
it is as well a fire-trap. The building fronts on two narrow streets 
which offer the only playground for several hundred boys. Just 
the other day a boy was run overt as an inevitable result of the 
congestion growing out of these conditions. The menace to life 
is constant. — 

As to locating the new building in Piedmont Park the sug- 
gestion should be met with the answer that no city park shall be en- 
croached: upon for any purpose foreign to park development. Lo- 
cating the school in Piedmont would mean a six-mile ride-across 
town for the pupil living on the opposite side of the city. The stock- 
ade site suggestion is not feasible for the same reason. Where 
one building supplies high school facilities for the whole city, cen- 
trality must be an essential consideration. 

An entire square should be secured within half a mile of the 
union depot. If not a whole, then a half square should be pur- 
chased. A plot approaching these dimensions can be secured for 
an amount not ‘much larger than the old property will bring. 
Upon it should be erected a modern, fire-proof structure, commodi- 
ous enough not only for the present, but for a long time ahead. With 
the structure should go a campus sufficiently spacious to afford 
playroom for the boys without subjecting them to the menace of 
street traffic. | 

But this plan should be materialized now. Next year, or 
the year after, the price for such a site may be prohibitive. If ne- 
gotiations are begun immediately, the new school can, and should 
be, ready for occupancy at the beginning of the January 1913 term. 
If this program is instituted, without delay, Atlanta will, on the 
first of January, 1913, have a magnificent central Boys’ High school, 
solving present problems and discounting those of the future.

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SUPPRESSING THE OPIUM TRAFFIC. 


The International Opium Coference, meeting recently at The 
Hague, has enacted resolutions providing for a still more rigid co- 
operation between the powers in the suppression of the opium 
traffic. The resolutions were introduced by the American dele- 
gates, a fact no'less interesting because of the assertion that the 
consumption of opium and other habit-forming drugs is 6n the in- 
crease in this country. ‘ 

The two nations most profoundly affected by the issue of 
opium are Great Britain and China. To the former the traffic in 
the drug, grown in India and sold in China, is a vast source of 
revenue. To the latter, the national decadence threatened by its 
consumption is a problem that has loomed larger and larger with 
the years. : 

Sentiment in England has been steadily growing against a 
channel of revenue which meant the debauching of another peo- 


|ple, and only a few years ago the British government agreed to 


cut down its opium shipments to China on a graduated scale which 
contemplated an eventual complete stoppage. 

On her side, China has passed a law forbidding the cultiva- 
tion of the poppy save under very restricted conditions, and de- 
grading public officials addicted to the drug itself after a certain 
date. The joint edicts have given rise to riots innumerable, but 
the report goes out that radical progress has been made in stamp- 
ing out the habit and that within five years it will probably be of 
negligible proportions throughout the empire. 

As an interesting sidelight on history, it may be stated that 
China’s vigorous stand against the opium habit was the first in- 
fallible indication of the awakening that has culminated in the 
prevalent crisis and revolution.

BLYTHE EXPLODES “ALL SOUTHERN BOGIE.’ 


In the current issue of The Saturday Evening Post Samuel. G. 
Blythe, national political expert, exactly confirms The Constitution’s 
recent declaration that the time had come for the south to dismiss 
the timidity, held only by itself, regarding the presidential availa- 
bility of a southern-born man. Mr. Blythe’s observations are the 
result of a tour made recently through the entire south, and in- 


cluding Atlanta. 
In plain language, he says that the south is the one portion of 


the country that still hugs the delusion that southern birth bars 
a man from the presidency, or at least from presidential considera- 
tion. He declares that the new and dominant generation at the 
north never stop to ponder a man’s birthplace, and have forgotten 
the sectionalism growing out of the civil war. And he. points 
out, as a curious political anomaly, the fact that the section most 
interested is the last to hang to the pale shadow of a-substance 


long since dead. 
But, he goes on to explain, the south, especially the newer gen~ 


eration, is awakening. It is beginning to wonder why, if it fur- 
nishes all, or nearly all, of the actual votes for the democracy, why 
it should not also furnish the candidate. He represents that the 
feeling is spreading rapidly, and is apt to culminate in the approach- 


ing national convention. 

He names four southern-born men who now loom as presiden- 
tial possibilities, even the south giving its reluctant assent: Oscar 
Underwood, Wodllrow Wilson, Champ Clark and Joseph W. Folk. 

The Constitution has often pointed out the strength of these 
various southerners from time to time. But there can be no 
question that the case of Oscar Underwood rises as phenomenal. 
Scarcely more than two years ago, he did not stand out conspicu- 
ously from the great body of congressmen, Save as a steady atten- 
dant upon the sessions, upon committee meetings, and as a man 
with mastery of any subject he selected. But the special session 
of the congress called to consider Canadian reciprocity developed 
Underwood as a leader of wonderful ability, in handling both situ- 
ations and men. As chairman of the all-important ways and means 
committee of the house, which framed the new tariff schedules, and 
as floor leader of the house, he displayed a brilliant ability to re- 
solve party differences within the organization, to secure concerted 
action, to steer the party clear of mistakes and in every way to 
exhibit qualities of statesmanship- second to those possessed by rep- 
resentatives’of no other section. 

If any final argument, of the most practical sort, were needed 
to’/explode the last shred of the bogie of sectionalism in politics, it 
is furnished by Oscar Underwood. He has “shown” the country, 
and the country today is discussing his presidential availability in 
a manner little less than marvelous. 

In the face of such a showing, not to mention the northern in- 
terest in the other southerners cited, it is about time for the south

“My heart is in the coffin there with 
Caesar,

stood one hour after midnight and 
gazed upon the building at the north- 
east corner of Marietta and North For-~- 
syth, from the south side of Marietta. 

The Old Playhouse. 

As my eyes glanced over the massive 
front, and then downward, I could but 
mark in large letters below the roomy 
balcony a French word that signifies a 
little jewel. 

I looked again. 

There could be no mistake. There 
could be no mistake. There 
was the stern face of The Drama look- 
ing straight at me from the high cen- 
tral cornice, with the winged crown 
upon its noble head. There were 
standing upon each corner the Griffins 
Lin bronze with open mouths and wings 
outspread as if preparing for flight.

On that spot stood for more than 4 
quarter of a century DeGive’s old thea- 
ter, the most historic landmark in all 
Atlanta, the grand certer uf the strong- 
est attractions that ever graced the 
Gate City, for almost without a single 
exception all of the greatest artists, 
foreign and domestic, who have strut- 
ted and fretted their hour upon the 
stage in the western hemisph«re had 
delighted the patrons of the swiftly 
growing town.

But that was in the vanished long 
ago. Young Atlanta had simply pulled 
on her seven-league boots and strode 
away from the loved and historic play- 
house around which had twined the 
heart tendrils of her people and the 
visiting profession.

Owing to the strenuosity of Yuletide 
trade, the price of blind tiger liquor 
Was yesterday reduced 25 per cent, 
and thousands of pints of whisky went 
for 75 cents, where a round simoleon 
was charged the day before. 

According to one of the best known 
“tigers” in the city, the reduced prices 
will prevail throughout the holiday 
season, and will only be replaced by 
the higher schedule when business 
grows slack. The reduction is being 
justified, he says. by the immense 
quantities of Nquor being sold. 

“There will be thousands of pints of 
whisky sold between now and Christ- 
mas day,” the tiger said yesterday. 
“Trade is better than ever before, and 
town to 
buy Christmas goods are buying their 
Christmas whisky at the same time.” 

In regard to the shipment of whisky 
into the city, which, it is claimed, is 
a substantial reduction over all pre- 
vious prohibition years, he said that 
liquor was being brought in from ev- 
ery suburban point about Atlanta, ex- 
cept a few points where detectives 
were stitioned on a still-watch to pre- 
vent its delivery.

His largest gift 
was $25,900,000 to the Carnegie Cor- 
poration of New York, specially or- 
ganized by the legislature at Albany « 
to carry on the iron man’s charities. 
The money was turned over to the 
ment and diffusin f knwledge and unl 
corporation to “promote the advance- 
ment and diffusion of knowledge and 
urderstanding among the people of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Carnegie gave, too, $40,000,000 to 
the Carnegie institution at Washing- 
ton, to be used. for general scientific 
research. He founded hero funds in 
Italy and Sweden and Denmark and 
Switzerlahd, and he added to the en- 
dowment of his hero fund in Germany. 

Mr. Carnegie, who is now a little 
more than 77 years of age, has given: 
to the public over $221,000,000. 

The Gifts of Rockefeller. 

The elder John D. Rockefeller’s pub- 
licly announced gifts this year have 
not amounted in all to more than 
$3,000,000, $1,000,000 of which went to 
the University of Chicago, and $1,000,- 
000 to the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research in New York City. 
The rest was to colleges far west and 
south. The donation to Chicago Uni- 
versity was the second annual instal- 
ment of the old man’s single and final 
gift of $10,000,000 to that institution, 

The second largest individual giver 
was Edward Swartz, who left $2,000,- 
000 to the post-graduate hospital and 
$2,000,000 to the missionary day 
nurseries, both New York institutions. 

Joseph Pulitzer, owner of The World, 
who died October 29, on his yacht Lib- 
erty, bequeathed more than $3,000,000 
to public uses. Of this $1,000,000 goes 
to Columbia university fo ra study of 
journalism, conditional as an  addi- 
tion to $1,000,000 previously donated. 
Mr. Pulitzer gave $500,000 to the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, and $50,000 
to the Philharmonic society. His will 
provided for an additional gift of §1,- 
600,000 to be divided, on certain condi- 
tions between Columbia university, the 
Philharmonio society and the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 


Much for Social Uplift.

High School. 


George F. Eubanks, president of the 
park. commission, who was quoted by 
The Constitution yesterday morning as 
being unutterably opposed to a part 
of Piedmont Park being used as a site 
for a Boys’ High School, said Friday

I believe that 
the people on the south side will also 
oppose any such use of one of our fine 
parks, Atlanta has but two large 
parks, Grant Park and Piedmont Park. 
Fcr years we have been trying to get 
more park ground and have actually 
purchased land for that purpose, and 
ncw here comes a proposition to take 
from us a par: of one of the large 
parks. I feel sure that the park com- 
mission will never agree to any such 
scheme.”

---Paul Lafargue 


Paris, December 23.—(Special.)—The 
famous socialist, Paul Lafargue, whvu 
at one time was a deputy in the 
French chamber, and his wife, a 
Gaughter of Carl Marx, one of the 
founders of modern socialism, have 
given intensely realistic proof of their 
belief in Osler’s theory that a man’s 
life after 40 years of age is no use 
to himself or anybody else. They have 
committed suicide together at their 
houge at Dravell, near Paris. 

In a letter which he left behind, M. 
Lafargue, who was 69 years of age, 
explains his action: 

“Sound in. body and mind, I am kill- 
ing myself before ruthless old age, 
which has taken from me one by one 
iIny physical and intellectual powers, 
paralyses my energy and breaks my 
will and makes me a burden to my- 
self an dothers. 

“For many years I have pledged my- 
self not to pass the three score* years 
and ten; I have fixed the time for my 
departure from life, and I have pre- 
pared the method of carrying out my 
resolution—a hypodermic injection of 
prussic acid. 

“I die with the supreme joy of being 
absolutely certain that, in the near 
future, the cause to which I have de- 
voted myself for forty-five years will

“PAUL LAPARGUE.” 

His wife, Mme. Laura Lafargue, did 
not wish to survive her husband, and 
took poison with him. 

It is a tragic coincidence that Mme. 
Lafargue’s sister, Eleanor, committed 
suicide in March, 1898, in London. 
Eleanor was considered to be one of 
the most brilliant intellects among 
European socialists, but while her sis- 
ter died so as not to survive the man 
she loved, she committed suicide be- 
cause of the callous treatment of. her 
husband, Dr. Edward Aveling, who de- 
serted her after she had practically 
saved his life. Dr. Aveling died a few 
months after his wife. 

. Lafargue came from one of the 
oldest French families. As a student 
he began to interest himself in the 
teachings of Karl Marx. He took a 
leading part in the commune and was 
on several occasions arrested. Whiie 
an exile in London in 1871 he married 
the daughter of Karl Marx, to whom 
he introduced M. Guesde. M. Lafargue, 
like most of the relatives of Karl 
Marx, was a rigid doctrinaire, and he 
was a familiar figure among socialists 
in England, Holland, Spain and Portu- 
gal. He was possessed of a moderate 
fortune, but his life was made unhappy

knowledge in the matter of sports, 
the inaguration of the Olympic games, 
he has had it knocked into him that 
there aer other countries which know 
enough about such things to beat the 
beat Great Britain has with painfu:

England likes, above all things, to 
win in whatever contest she may en- 
gage, and is beginning to realize that 
in order to win she must be willing 
to learn.

The 
easiest way to gst into the first line 
of athletics is to get efficient teach- 
ers, yet any suggestion of importa- 
tion is howled down as unpatriotic. 
Let us give our men a chance of show- 
ing how then can teach. The only 
course to adopt is to teach them to| 
teach. 

And then I shall be told that I am 
advocating the professional teacher in 
athletics. Well, so I am, and I see no 
harm in it. It is said to be contrary 
to the spirit of amateurism. All I 
can say is that if the spirit of ama- 
teurism is to be a bar to efficiency, 
the sooner that evil spirit is driven 
out the better for us. The school boy 
or undergraduate in boxing, swim- 
ming, tennis, rackets, golf and cricket 
has a professional teacher. When he 
is sculling he gets a well-known pro- 
fessional to train him and to teach 
him. Does the employment of the 
trained tcacher make the pupil an in- 
ferior amateur? Of course, it does not. 
Then it is said in rowing there are 
onlv amateur coaches. ‘Rut there you 
are dealing with a combination of 
men and aclass of capable teachers— 
a very limited one, I admit—hasgs been 
evolved. In every sport which is in- 
dividualistic, except in athletics, there 
are professional teachers. In no other 
sport is it suggested that the paid 
teacher taints the performer. Owing 


to the absence of proper training an! 
coaching, young fellows take years to 
acquire mediocrity, when under more 
sensible circumstances they could at- 
tain championship form. The school 
boy is never taught to run or jump 
or hurdle. To get the best results you 
leave no other sports to the light of 
nature. Why, then, leave athletics, 
which require not cnly phyrical fit- 
ness, but a degree of intelligence and 
a amount of solitary perseverance 
which make the Kindly sympathy of 
an intelligent trainer desirable? It 
is too late to do much before Stock- 
holm, but the sooner we set our hous?

ON CALIFORNIA TRACKS 


By James Dockerall. 

New York, December 23.—(Publish- 
ers’ Press Special.)—The reports which 
reach here from San Francisco that 
there is a good chance for the revival 
of racing in California have caused 
much pleasure in racing circles. 

It is felt, i¢ California should remove 
the embargo on racing, that other 
states may follow, and there will be 
a revival of the game. 

Under the new California plan, I un- 
derstand it is proposed to have the 
legislature legalize a state racing com- 
mission that will supervise the sport 
under pari-mutuel betting. This com- 
mission will be patterned after the 
one in Kentucky. That racing commis- 
sion has successfully handled the sport 
in the Blue Grass State, it is thought, 
with a few minor changes to better the 
conditions in California, that such a 


, commission will do u to reh l- 
Ever since the offer was made’ th much ehabi 


itate the the sport on the Pacific coast. 
The commission will, it is planned, be 
composed of three men appointed by 
the governor, who will have absolute 
authority in regulating the number of 
meetings, dictating where they shall 
be held, and how long they shall con- 
tinue, besides controlling the betting. 
A mutual betting system similar to 
the one which has proved so successful 
in Argentina and in Europe will be 
asked. This will be controlled by the 
racing commission, and will consist 
of win-and-show pools, with tickets 
ranging from $2 to $20. A commission 
of 5 om0 per cent, as found necessary, 
could be taken from all pools to sus- 
tain the commission and officials, and 
the commissioners could stipulate the 
amount of the purses to be raced for. 
Primarily, the move was started for 
the purpese of obtaining a thirty or 
forty-day meeting in San Francisco 
during the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
tional exposition, although the real ob- 
ject is to restore the once popular

[PLENTY OF GOOD BACKSTOPS 
BUT FEW REAL CATCHERS 


| Ever think that there is a vast dif- 

ference between a “backstop” and a 
catcher? Well. there must be, accord- 
ing to an exchange, which says: 

“No position on the baseball team is 
more difficult. to fill than that of 
catcher, and the proof thereof is the 
present great scarcity of men for that 
berth. 

“There are plenty of good backstops, 
but few good catchers, and the man- 
eager who has one considers himself 
lucky. 

“The bushes are full of players who 
can stand behind the bat and catch 
all kinds of speed, curves and _ spit- 
ball, high, low or wide; who can throw 
fast and true to second base—and, 
in fact can perform wel) all the duties 
the public believes arerequired of the 
catcher. But the mechanical part of 
catching is of least importance. 

“The star catcher,is the real brain 
center of his team when it is on the 
defensive. Usually the man behind the 
'mask plans out every play made in the 
; field. 

“Tf the manager occasienally cuts in 
with a signal suggestion it is the 
catcher who starts the execution of 
that play. 

“What the quarter back is to the 
football team, the catcher is on the 
diamond, except that one directs the 
team while attacking, and the other 
while on the defense. 

“Brains are the chief essential. Un- 
‘less a man can think fast and clearly, 
‘can watch with instinctive intelligence 
his opponents’ every little movement, 
many of which really do have ‘a mean- 
ing of their own,’ and can anticipate 
any play that is likely to come up, he 
(is not a star catcher. 


“Once, when Johnny Kling was talk- 
ing about quitting the game for a-less 
/strenuous life as a billiard promoter, 
Manager Chance told him: ‘You're 
foolish, for you can draw good money 
as long as you can stand up .behind 
the bat. A catcher with brains ought 
a be able to play until he is 75 years 
old.’ 


Brains Won Pennant, 


“Fielder Jones, when manager of the 
White Sox, alwaysattributed the win- 
ning of the world’s pennant in 1906 to 
Billy Sullivan’s brains instead of to 
Eddie Walsh's iron arm. 

“It is a position in which experience 
counts for most, and every week of 
every season a brainy catcher learns 
something new to add to his store of 
ability,; which abides close under his 
scalp rather than in his arms or hands 
Or legs. 

“A real catcher need not be fast, he 
need not be a strong batsman, and he 
can go along with only an average 
thMwing arm—if he is a real catcher. 

“Speed, batting prowess and a. fast 
throw are of great advantage to him 
as well as to any other player, but the 
absence or loss of them is not fatal 
to his career in a major league if he 
has the brains. 

“Modern stands have crept up 80 
close to the playing field that not much 
speed is required to get under any 
foul that does not hit the stand. The 
catcher who receives a ball in posi- 
tion to throw will get the ball to its 
goal more quickly thar one who thinks 
only of catching the pitched ball, then 
has to get in position before he can 
throw out a runner.”

FOR THE CHINESE 


Little Doubt That Conference A 
Shanghai Will Prove allo 


Believed That Revolutionary 
Forces Are Preparing to Ad- 
vance to the North—Foreign 
Bankers Won’t Loan to the 
Imperial Government. 


Pekin, December 23.—In govern- 
ment circles here there seems to be 
little doubt that the conference at 
Shanghai between the representatives 
of the imperial government and the 
revolutionary party will prove a fail- 
ure. 

The belief prevails that the revolu- 
tionaries are preparing to advance to 
the north by way of Pukow, which 
is in their possession. 

Negotiationg between the group of 
international bankers and the impe- 
rial Chinese government for a loan 
are suspended for the present. The 
ministers of the four interested na- 
tions at the United States, Great 
Britain, Germany ang France, for po- 
litical reasons, invited the Japanese 
and Russians to consider whether 
they would co-operate in the loan, 
The Russian charge d'affaires showed 
no inclination to do so, and the rep- 
resentatives of the other powers fear. 
ed that a boycott of foreign mer- 
chandise would result. 

No Money for Military Purposes. 

While all agreed that the money 
should not be advanced for military 
‘purposes, certain of the ministers ar- 
gued that there was only one rec- 
ognized government, which would 
soon be without funds, and when that 
occurred further lawlessness would 
result, including a grave possibility of 
the imperial army being disintegrated 
into plundering bands. 

Several American missionaries sta- 
tioned in the province of Honan have 
replied to a communication from the 
American legation here that they see 
no reason necessitating retirement 
from their post, all the towns being 
peaceful. 

The American legation is not tak- 
img such drastic steps as the British 
consulates, which are arresting Brit- 
ish missionaries who refuse to leave 
the interior when ordered. 

Peace Conference Not in Session. 

Shanghai, December 23.—The peace 
conference between the delegates of the 
imperial government and the revolu- 
tionaries will not resume its negotia- 
tions for several days. Tang Shao Yi, 
who came to the conference as the 
representative of Premier Yuan Shi 
Kai, is occupied in exchanging dis- 
patches with Pekin and in receiving 
callers. He has not received Premier 
Yuan Shi Kai’s constitutional answer. 

Tang Shao Yi says that the armis- 
tice is now almost perfect. 

Within the past few days the eco- 
nomic situation in the interior of the 
country has greatly improved. Tele- 
grams and letters from al] points 
show that while lawlessness continues 
in the outlying country districts, the 
local government officials have suc- 
ceeded in making a decided improve- 
ment in the general conditions. 

Armistice May Be Broken. 

Nanking, China, December 23.—The 
present temper of the revolutionary 
troops in this vicinity gives ground 
for fear that the armistice now exist- 
ing between the two forces may be 
broken, and that a serious encounter 
may occur in the territory to the north 
of the town of Pukow. 

Within the last two weeks Chang 
Haun, who was formerly in command 
of the imperial government troops at 
Nanking, and who was incorrectly re- 
ported to have been killed, has re- 
ceived heavy reinforcements doth of 
men and guns. 

With these troops he has advanced 
to the south as far as Su_Chow-An, re- 
taking many towns and living upon 
the country as he marches, 

In the meanwhile the revolutionary 
forces have advanced northward to 
Linh Weil Kwan with strong sup- 
porting columns of troops to the left 
and right, occupying the ‘best posi- 
mo Chang Haun force is about 10,- 
000 strong, while the army of the 
revolutionaries numbers about 15,000. 
A distance of less than 100 miles - 
arates the opposing forces. 

The revolutionaries, both officers 
and men, are firmly convinced that the 
conference between the delegates of 
the two parties now taking place at 
Shanghai is merely a ruse to afford 
Chang Haun the time to concentrate 
his reinforcements and to enable the 
imperial government forces to 


strengthen their positions. 


NO REIMBURSEMENT

Cincinnati. December 23.—The na- 
tional baseball commission, in a find- 
ing handed down today, refused to re- 
imburse the New York National 
League club for money refunded by 
the club to patrons for tickets that 
did not reach them through the mail 
during the last world’s series or 
through a misdirection of some kind. 

The commission held that inasmuch 
as the New York club had full charge 
of the sale of tickets, it must stand 
for any expense incurred in the satis- 
fying of its patrons. Three hundred 
and forty-two dollars and fifty cents 
was asked for.

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FIERCE WAR IN THE PEACE SOCIETY 


Caused by Italy's 
Allack on Turkey 


(Copyright, 1911, by Curtis Brown.) 

Rome, December 23.—Italy is fight- 
ing valiantly a second war, which is 
not at all Tripoli, though it arises 
therefrom. It is a war of words, and 
Judged by the fierceness of the lan- 
guage which flies, it ie @ great war. 
Had Genéral Caneva only half such 
ugly ammunition, he would have sub- 
dued Tripoli, Barca and Fezzan in a 
week. And this wordy conflict not 
only causes no small pain to reverent 
men, but gives infinite material for 
sneers to cynics who hold that peace 
Societies are frauds, useful only for 
providing smug young aposties with 
secretaryships at $1,000 a year. 

The painful fact is that Italy’s peace 
aposties are at war with the peace 
aposties of other lands, and in particu- 
lar with the permanent international 
bureau of peace, which is the central 
Organization of all other peace bu- 
Feau. These peace bureau exist to 
make peace, and in times of peace 
they do this assidiously, self-devoted- 
ly, with early Christian zeal. Every 
one praises them; some pay them sub- 
acriptions, and nice old ladies embroid- 
er them beaded peace flags. But the 
moment peace is broken between two 
governments, peace is immediately 
broken also between at least twenty 
peace societies, and the big war with 
Mausers, howitzers and aeroplanes is 
no fiercer than the war among the 
peace folk. 

Present Peace Wear. 

The present peace war is mainly be- 
tween Italy and Switzerland, Both are 
sacramental! shrines of pacificism. Italy 
has forty peace associations, all with 
resounding names, such as the Paler- 
mo “Pia e Nobile Compagnia della 
Pace,” the Milan “Lega della Fratel- 
lanza, Pace, e Liberta” and many oth- 
ers. An4é Switzerland—why, “‘Switzer- 
land is the ark of the covenant of pa- 
cifist internationalism. At Berne are 
the International Copyright Bureau, 
the International Industiral Property 
Bureau, the World Postal Union, and 
more; Geneva, as all men know, first 
gaw modified—on paper—the horrors of 
war, and finally Berne’s greatest glory 
is the possession of the “Pernianent 
International Bureau of Peace.” This 
bureau of peace is the greatest thing 
of its kind on earth; but when a cynic 
remarked that the bureau was perma- 
nent while the peace was not, he hit 
the truth. 

The bureau organizes for united 
action no less than 184 head peace 
associations, with 600 affiliations. No- 
body would ever think there were 80 
many peace associations did not con- 
gtant wars draw attention to the fact. 
The total incomes, and outlays, of the 
184 associations is no less than $957,- 
000 a year, not including special dona- 
tions; and every penny goes on peace. 
The bureau's services are praise- 
worthy. In 1910 the Norwegian Stor- 
thing awarded it the Nobel Prize. It 
has literature, libraries, archives. It 
is presided over by the famous “ancient 
captain of artillery, Gaston Moch.” One 
of its vice presidents is Baroness Sutt- 
ner, the venerable mother of world 
peace and it has among its members 
all the cream of peace promoters. 
There are Fried, the German peace 
apostle; Emile Arnaut, chief of the 
French peace society; Moneta, the 
peace Savonarola of Milan; Baron Des- 
camps, the St. Paul of peace; Frederic 
Passy; Edwin D. Mead, homme de let- 
tres, Boston, Mass.; His Highness 
Prinee Risa Mirza Khan, an@ even a 
Prussian lientenant-colonel. To it are 
affiliated the American Peace Society, 
the “Mohonk Arbitration Conference,” 
and all Italy's forty peace societies, 
from imperial Rome's down to Barga's 
and Todfs—for happily Italy’s peace 
movement is particularly strong. 

In short, the permanent interna- 
tional bureau of peace at Berne is 
most praiseworthy. It has only one 
defect. It cannot keep the peace. In 
this there is nothing new, and the 
cause is always the same. All Europe's 
peace societies are fanatically sincere 
against war in general; but when a 
particular war breaks out their action 
depends upon whether their country 
is the warrior or not. The British 
peace society condemned every war for 
twenty years; but when the Boer war 
broke out it approved of its govern- 
ment’s attitude. And that is what has 
led to trouble between the § Italian 
peace societies and the bureau at 
Berne. The bureau and its non-Italian 
members, even down to His Highness 
Prince Riza Mirza Khan, agree that 
the Italian war against Turkey is 
wicked, and that Italy is a sinner. But 


the “Societe Italiana della Pace,” of 
Milan, the “Associazione per l'Arbitrato 
e per la Pace Onternazionale,” the 
“Cora Fratres,” and all other Italian 
societies agree that though wars in 
general are vicious and abominable, 
this particular war against Turkey is 
righteous, admirable and glorious, 


A Wordy Slaughter. 


Ané on this basis began a wordy 
slaughter, compared with which the 
mutual ferocities of Caneva and Fethi 
Bey are salon courtesies. The Itelian 
peace societies find themselves arrayed 
against all Europe. It is the perma- 
nent bureau, and its excellent secre- 
tary, M. Gobat, which represent Europe. 
The Italians have two sturdy cham- 
pions. First comes Signor E. T. Moneta, 
who is president of the “Federation of 
Italian Peace Societies,” lives at Milan, 
and issues a frenetic pacifist organ 
known as “La Vita “Internazionale.” 
Next comes Signor the Count Angelo 
de Gubernatis, president of the “Inter- 
national Union of Rome.” He is a 
brilliant Orientalist, and has a partic- 
ular horror of bloodshed when anyone 
except Italy sheds it. Until about the 
lst of October, Signor Moneta and 
Count Gubernatis agreed with the 
Berne bureau (of which they are mem- 
bers) that all wars were wrong and 
reprobate. But, when their own coun- 
try rushed into war, Signor Moneta 
and the count, and all the peace socie- 
ties of Italy, discovered that, though 
all wars are wrong and reprobate, 
there are exceptions; and that the war 
which Italy has entered upon is a 
striking exception. And the pacifist 
organ, La Vita Internazionale, suddenly 
became a mouthpiece of the Roman war 
office, and published inspiring articles 
which began “Secondo le regole ele- 
mentari della strategia’’—*“according to

the elementary rules of strategy”—ex- 
plaining that General Caneva should | 
attack the Turks without delay, 
wipe them out of existence. 
But, as the permanent 
Berne was preparing an angry protest 
against Italy’s conduct, while the 
Italian pacifist members were all 
thirsting for Turkey's blood, naturaliy, | 
autumn campaign was inevitable. It 
is going On today. On one side are the 
pacifist Italian generals, Moneta and 
Gubernatis; on the other, pacifist 
pashas Gobat of Berne and Senator 
Lafontaine of Brussels. Lafontaine is 
one of the ablest members of the 
Berne bureau. Moneta fired the first 
gun with a dithyramb on the war in 
the pacifist “Vita Internazionale;” and 
hymned in the style of Homer the 
giories of this particular war. He ex- 
Plained that it was a peaceful war, as 
the Turks would not fight; and that, 
even if they did fight, the fighting of 
the Italians was really peace fighting; 
and only seemed like war; and when 
a contributor complained that Italy did 
not first appeal to The Hague, he pub- 
lished a footnote about the contrib- 
utor’s intelligence, and proved conclu- 
sively that appealing to The Hague is 
really the worst kind of war, and that 
going to war ig much more pacific. And | 
all the other Italian peace societies 
imitated Signor MonetaS and declared 
that, though they still hated war as 
much as ever, this war must be regard- 
ed as a genuine service to peace. 
Shocked by the Reasoning. 
Naturally the permanent bureau was 
somewhat shocked by this reasoning. 
The’ peace societies, before they knew 
that war was coming, had appropri- 


ately chosen Rome for a great demon- | 


strative congress, and intended to be- 
gin thisscongress on September 3265, last. 
Naturally, the congress had to be 
abandoned, “owing to the sanitary 
condition of Rome.” The secretary of 
the permanent bureau at Berne, M. Go- 
bat, smelt in this a piece of Italian 
treason, and addressed to Count de 
Gubernatis an indignant protest, ac- 
cusing him of knowing all the time 
about Italian plans for a war, and 
calling the action of Italy “an odious 
attempt.” Count Gubernatis retorted 
in kind. Thereupon Senator Lafontaine 
marched forward and sent Count Gub- 
ernatis a protest that “we cannot listen 
to Italy’s claims to civilize Tripoli 
when she has not civilized Calabria, 
and has left Sicily and Sardinia to rot 
in misery.”

Washington, December 23.—Reindeer 
meat from Alaska may be a food com- 
mon to the American table in the near 
future to supplant the dwindling beef 
supply. This was the opinion  ex- 
pressed today by William F. Lopp, in 
charge of the government's reindeer 
service, who has just returned from a 
14,000 mile tour of inspection through 
Alaska on behalf of the United States 
bureau of education which adminis- 
ters the reindeer in the northern pen- 
insular. 

“A commercial shipment of reindeer 
meat, the first made into this country, 
has just been received at Seattle,” said 
Mr. Lopp. “In twenty-five years from 
now at the present rate of increase 
there should be 3,000,000 prime beef 
reindeer in Alaska on which the peo-

JOHN BULL GREATEST DRINKER; | | 
GERMANY COMES GOODSECOND | 


Paris, December 23.—Englishmen 
are the greatest drinkers of alcohol in 
Europe, according to a table just com- 
piled here. The average John Bull con- 
sumes six quarts of gin or whisky, less 
than two quarts of wine and 152 quarts 
of beer, ale or stout per year. The av- 
erage German runs him not a very 
close second, with seven quarta of 
wine, six and a half of brandy and 125 
quarts of beer. The German figures 
are deceiving, however, as the Teutons 
| of the larger towns like Berlin, Frank- 
fort and Munich, who are famous the 
world over for their “capacity” at table. 
are much heavier drinkers than the 
country Germans. Thus in Berlin the 
average inhabitant gets away with 200 
quarts of beer a year; in Frankfort 432 
quarts are necessary to assuage the 
thirst of the man in the street, and in 


Munich t natives are satisfied with 
nothing les# than the remarkable total 
of 5670 quarts a year. 

The Dane drinkg 104 quarts of beer, 
little or no wine, and 24 quarts of 
brandy; the Swede absorbs 66 quarts 
of beer and 9 quarts of alcohol, while 
the Norwegian is content with $81 
quarts of beer and 3 quarts of brandy. 
The Russian requires only 5 quarts of 
beer and 5 of brandy (vodka); -the 
Frenchman must have $2 quarts of 
beer, 108 of wine and 10 of brandy. The 
Dutchman, 38 quarts of beer and 8% of 
brandy; the Belgian, 221 quarts of beer 
and 9 quarts of alcohol. The Austrian 
absorbs 16 quarts of wine, 80 quarts 
of beer and nearly 11% of brandy. 
The Italian drinks little beer (scarcely 
2 quarts), 98 quarts of wine, and 1.3 
quarts of brandy; he is the least alcoe 
holic of Europeans.

VON TRIPITZ 
NEW PREMIER 


Berlin, December 23.—(Publisners’ 
Press Special.)—If “the man on the 
street” is not gravely mistaken Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s days as 
prime minister are numbered. He prob- 
ably will remain in office until after 
the new Reichstag has been chosen and 
will make way for a more popular man. 
According to the best opinion that man 
will be Admiral von Tripitz now min- 
ister of marine. 

Unless public opinion is very greatly 
mistaken the kaiser will need the 
strongest man he can secure to repre- 
sent the government in the next Reich- 
stag, and it is believed von Tripitz can 
come nearer filling the place than any 
other available man. He is popular 
with all parties in the Reichstag and 
his tactfulness has more than once 
been commented upon. Should this 
change in the ministry take place it is 
probable that it would mean a stronger 
maval policy on the part of Germany. 

There is no doubt that the Morocco 
incident has given the socialists and 
progressives much ammunition for the 
campaign and they are using it to the 
best advantage. In addition to arraign- 
ment of Bethmann-Hollweg in foreign 
relations, where they say, he has alien- 
ated everybody and can show nothing 
in return for it, the radicals and a few 
national liberal candidates denounce 
him as a reactionary in finance. 

They also attack him for failure to 
provide electoral reforms promised 
three years ago in the speech from the 
thron and because of his refusal to 
break with the agragiang on steps to 
check rise of food prices. 

Radicalism accuses him of “the time 
ef ignoring the modern tendency from 
agriculture to industrialism,’’ the pro- 
gressive eb d representing modern in- 
dustrial Germany.

TAFT TO STAY 
IN THE RACE

Washington, December 23.—(Publish- 
ers’ Press Special.)—Politically, « the 
friends of President Taft will spend 
rather an uneasy Christmas. The evi- 
dent feeling among many of the na- 
tional committee men that the presi- 
dent would not make the strongest 
candidate in the election next year 
Was enough to worry any man’s 
friends. 

It is a pretty safe bet, however, that 
Mr. Taft will stay in the race, and that 
he will be nominated. His friends say—~ 
and in this they are backed up by 
some of the wisest politicians here— 
that there is no man in the republican 
party wHo would make a better or 
perhaps as good a race than the presi- 
dent; that, if he cannot beat the dem- 
ocrats, no one could. In support of this 
contention, they point out that faikire 
to renominate Mr. Taft would at once 
put the republicans on the defensive 
all along the line; would encourage 
the democrats, and would make luke- 
warm the great number of Americans 
who admire Mr. Taft and who think 
he has made, on the whole, a good 
president. And, the anti-Taft men to 
the contrary, there is a big element in 
the country which has just this feeling 
for the president. Hence the impres- 
sion among the men who make poli- 
tics a study is that when the show- 
down comes in the convention it will 
be found that Mr. Taft will be named 
by an overwhelming majority. 

The democratic hosts will meet here 
on Jackson day and decide on the date 
and place for their convention. There 
will be a number of cities in the race, 
possibly New York city among them. 
The cities most spoken of are Denver, 
St. Louis and Baltimore. The demo- 
crats were treated mighty well in Den- 
ver in 1908, and there is not a Man 
who attended that convention who has 
not a very friendly feeling for the 
Colorado city. It would not be at all 
surprising if the democratic national 
committee should decide to repeat. 

It is probable that the time chosen 
will be a week or two later than that 
set for the republican convention. If 
by chance the republicans should turn 
down Mr. Taft, it would have an im- 
portant bearing on the democratic 
nomination. 

With Colonel Roosevelt or a radical 
progressive at the head of the repub- 
lican ticket, the chances of a man like 
Harmon or Underwood woulg be great- 
ly increased.

Edinburgh, December 23,—(Publish- 
lishers’ Press Special.)—A young man

TO HEAT CARPETS 
LATEST STUNT

Berlin, December 23.—(Special.)—By 
means of electricity it is now proposed 
to make the carpet, the Persian rug, 
or the tiger’s pelt as warm in winter 
as the later was while worn by the 
tiger. In Germany the experiment is 
now being tried of wiring the floor 
covering so as to heat the carpet or 
rug and to do away with cold floors. 
A patent has been taken out for run- 
ning wires through the carpet in par- 
allel lines. in such a Way that an 
ordinary lighting current can run 
through the wires. The conductor be- 
comes warm and heats the carpet. The 
heat in large carpets can be control- 
led as desired, and the carpet will re- 
main warm for two or three hours 
after the current is turned off. A 
small foor run can be heated and taken 
for comfort during a carriage ride, 

The wiring of carpets for this pur- 
pose is new, but patents have been 
issued before for passing wires or 
wire-gauze through compartments in 
table-covers, carpets and other cover- 
ings for lighting purposes,

Press Special.)—Census returns which 
are now being published contain much 
food for very serious thought if not 
indeed for actual alarm on the part of

The returns for the first half of 
1911 show that the deaths in France 
during that period exceeded the num- 
ber of births by 18,279. These figures 
are remarkable when compared with 
the returns for the corresponding 
period of last year, when the births 
exceedeg the deaths by 21,189. 

The figures for the census taken in 
March last show that the great cities 
are practically standing still in the 
matter of population, a condition, 
shown in no other country. The total 
increase in Paris since 1906 for in- 
stance has been only 83,593, the per- 
centage of increase for the five-year 
period being less than 8 per cent. Mar- 
seilles has added only 34,684 to her 
population, or under 7 per cent, for the 
five years. 

The problem of how best to increase 
the growth of the nation is a very 
serious one. 


IMITATION CHERRIES 
PLACED UNDER BAN 


Hereafter the Consumer May 
Get the Real Marasca 
Fruit. 


Washington, December 23.—Only 
Marasco cherries preserved in mara- 
schino hereafter may be labeled “mar- 
aschino cherries,” according to a de- 
cision by the pure food board, which 
still requires the signature of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson to make it 
final, 

Cherries packed in maraschino li- 
quor will not be considered as brand- 
ed if marked “cherries in maraschino 
and those packed in a syrup contain- 
ing 10 per cent or more of maraschino 
and no other flavor may be labeled 
“cherries maraschino flavor.” Liqueurs 
or cordials prepared with artificial 
flavors in imitation of ‘maraschino 
will not be held to be misbranded if 
plainly labeled “Imitation” to show 
their true character. 

Maraschino is a liquor or cordal 
prepared by a process of fermenta- 
tion and distillation from the marasca 
cherry, a small variety of the Euro- 
pean wild cherry indigenous to the 
Dalmation mountains.

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SUPPLY OF NEW MONEY 
LESS THAN THE DEMAND 


Not Enough Fresh Bills and 
Coins to Go Round in 
New York. 


New York. December 238.—On the last 
business day before Christmas, New 
York discovered that there was a 
“famine” in new money. At the sub- 
treasury it was said today that the 
supply of crisp, unused bills and shin- 
ing coins which it is usual to distribute 
at this season of the year to persons 
and institutions which wish them for 
@hristmas gifts had been ‘virtually 
exhausted. Individuals who wish small 
accounts of new currency in exchange 
for their torn or soiled bills were ac- 
commodated at the sub-treasury, 80 
long as they asked for small amounts, 
but there was no large supply for the 
banks to draw upon. 

Bach year the banks are subjected 
to a heavy demand for new money 
and formerly they had no difficulty in 
obtaining it. from the sub-treasury. 
Secretary MacVeagh made a ruling 
gfome months ago, however, which up- 
set this procedure. His ruling was to 
the effect that where there was suf- 
ficient currency in the nearest sub- 


treasury to meet demands, the govern- 
ment would not pay the cost of trans- 
porting new bills or coins merely to| 
meet the preferences of the banks. | 

Those banks which wished usual 
supplies of unused currency have con- 
sequently been obliged to pay the cost 
of transporting it from the mint.

BUTTER REBELS 
SCORE A VICTORY 


Insurgents Are in Complete 
Control of the Elgin 
Board. 


December 23.—Investi- 
gation of the legality of the quota- 
tion committee of the Elgin butter 
board in reference to the Sherman 
anti-trust law, will be the first of- 
ficial action of the newly elected ‘in- 
Surgent’” officers of the board, accord- 
ing to J. P. Mason, treasurer, who out- 
lined future plans of the board in the 
absence from the city of Charles H. 
Potter, who was elected president of 
the board today. 

Question of whether this price com- 
mittee was operated in violation of 
the Sherman law was raised by “‘in- 
surgent” butter men at the annual 
election of directors last Monday. 

“Federal laws will be inquired into,” 
said Mr. Mason, “and the question of 
the legality of the quotation commit- 
tee definitely settled. There has 
been considerable speculation on this 
point. The present bcard wants to 
business on the square. 

“The majority of the directors are 
strongly in favor of retaining the quo- 
tation committee, but if it is found 
to be operated in violation of the 
Sherman law, it will be abolished.” 

Mr. Mason expressed doubt that the 
board would be successfully operated 
without the quotations committee. 

“We have got to regulate our price 
according to other markets,’ he said. 

“Without the price the committee 
we would be handicapped to an ex- 
tent.” 

He said no other radical changes 
from the policy of the former admini- 
stration would be made in the near 
future at least. 

With Mr. Potter's election as presi- 
dent there was expected to come a 
change in the manner of operating 
the Elgin board, which fixes butter 
prices in the middle west and is a 
standard for America. The new presi- 
dent's idea was to abolish the quota- 
tion committee entirely. 

This committee was the basis of the 
insurgency in the board. It operates 
with the full power of the board and 
May change or .rescind its action at 
will. It was contended by the insur-

gents that the committee operated in }. 


violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 

For twenty-two years this commit- 
tee has been in full charge of Elgin 
butter quotations. John Newman, de- 
posed as president after seventeen 
years’ of service, predicted that no 
change could be made in the power of 
the committee without killing the 
prominence of the Elgin market. 
Among the insurgents there is a fac- 
tion that believes in the maintenance 
of the committee, but in fixing the 
published standard price by the actual 
Sales of the board.

Soon after the recent proclamation of the 
president for Thanksgiving Day it was noted 
thet on a calendar hanging in the hotel lobby 
November 23 was marked as a holiday. Some 
one remarked that it was strange that any 
manufacturer of calendars should make such & 
mistake as that. for, he continued, Thanksgiving 
Day since it became a national holiday has al- 
ways been on the last Thursday of November.

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During this year some very fine 
chapters have been added to the so- 
ciety of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution in Georgia. Their en- 
ergy in doing historical research 
work, in preserving records and in 
their well laid out plans for marking 
historic spots in their section of the 
state might well be imitated by chap- 
ters much older in years. 

The following report of the very 
fine work done by the Stone Castle 
chapter of Dawson, which is less than 
a year old, is sce typical of the work 
this great society was founded to 
undertake that every daughter in the 
state should know of it. Mrs. W. S&S. 
Dozier and Miss Belle Cheatham, the 
committee from Stone Castle chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
on the preservation of county records 
and historic sites, are bringing to 
light many interesting facts connected 
with the early history of their section. 
The short time they have been en- 
gaged in this work has been sufficient 
to arouse the deepest interest and re- 
searches will be diligently pursued as 
opportunity offers. All county digests 
and newspapers with official adver- 
tisements at the courthouse are 
found to be neatly bound and in an 
excellent state of preservation. The 
first newspaper published in Terrell 
county was the Dawson Journal, edit- 
ed by E. and J. E. Christian, in 1866. 
Tax digests have been neatly kept 
since the formation of the county in 
1856 from portions of Lee ang Sumter 
counties, Lee furnishing the larger 
part. Where the city of Dawson is 
locateq was originally Lee county. 

The first ordinary of the county 
was Ludwell E. Leonard, who died in 
Dawson just south of the old Method- 
ist church several years ago. The 
first marriage license on record was 
issued to Michael Burk and Sarah #. 
Middleton June 2, 1865, and the mar- 
riage ceremony was performed June 
1t by Rev. Patrick H. McCook. 

Dr. C. A. Cheatham was at one time 
judge of the inferior court, and on 
June 14, 1857, performed the cere- 
mony uniting William H. Crawford 
and Nancy Garrett. Thomas Craw- 
ford, a son of this union, now resides 
in the county.

About Chickens 


By JOS. WARDIN.

Hens eat more in winter than in 
summer, therefore besides the dry whole 

rain @ dry mash should always be 

ept before them. Along one side 
of the house have a feed trough witn 
@ siated front and in this place the 
mash, which should be composed of 
wheat bran, corn meal, middlings and 
meat scraps, the latter in proportion 
of one in ten or ten pounds of meal, 
brand and middlings to one pound of 
meat scrap. Then, too, chickens that 
are to lay in winter, should have some 
green food, and the easiest way to 
procure this necessary green stuff, pre- 
suming that the raiser lives within 
the confines of a city, is to spread some 
grain, oats, wheat, oorn or rye, but 
preferably oats. A good out sprouter 
may be made from, pieces of offal 
lumber without expense. Construct a 
frame to accommodate seven 
which may be slid into it on tray» 
of batting. Now make seven trays of 
@ size to fit the frame, and about twv 
incres deep. 

Soak enough oats over night in an 
old keg or pail to fill a tray. In the 
morning take the swelled oats and 
epréad into the tray to a depth of an 
inch or ine@h and a half. Sprinkle well 
with water and cover over with a bur- 
lap sack, Slide the filled tray into 
the rack and each morning wet well, 
In about five or six daye the oats will 
be of sufficient height to be fed. 

Use as food one tray each day, and 
immediately refill it, and in this way 
the fowls will receive their daily al- 
lewance of green food, so essential tu 
ege production, This ‘« the cheapest 
form of green food that is possible to 
supply, while at the same time it is 
one of the best. 

Oyster shell, dry cracked bone, grit 
and charcoal should be kept in slatted 
troughs and accessible at all times. 
These, like the mash should be kept 
in out of the weather. Fed in this 
wa}, hens cannot help but lay during 
the coldest weather. 

The principle of dry feed is a good 
ene and js being adopted by the poul- 
try raisers everywhere. It conforms to 
nature, as all fowls in their wild state 
live mostly upon grain, seeds, nuts 
and grasses, while bugs and insects 
form their animal food. If partridge, 
quail and other wild birds thrive on 
such fare, why shouldn't the domestic 
hen? 

By carefully conducted experiments 
it has been found that chickens raised 
and fed on the old system of wet mash 
do not make so rapid or so plump a 
growth as those reared on the new or 
dry feed system. The wet mash, if 
fed in too great: quantities, is left sour, 
and chickens eating this_are bound to 
be injured by it. Evil results follow 
and the flock is hampered in _ its 
growth. On the other hand dry mash 
Or grains do not sour and can not pos- 
sibly injure the flock. 

Chickens, like young children, need 
food often in order to make the best 
growth. If a supply of dry mash and 
grain is left where chickens can. get 
at it, they will satisfy their hunger and 
make steady growth. I know of sev- 
eral cases where chickens are fed but 
once a week. These chickens are 
owned by business men who like 
chickens, but have little time to fool 
with them. A quantity of dry mash 
find grain is provided in sufficient 
amount to last a wek. Fresh water is 
supplied once or twice daily. I can 
say from personal observation that I 
never saw much healthier or better 
growing flocks than where this method 
was followed. 

wet mash is apt to cause the 
chickens to eat too much at one time, 
and thus gorge themsélves. This 
causes them to become lazy and they 
will Ie idle for hours rather than 
forage and get the much needed ex- 
ercise which is essential to their 
growth. <A dry mash, on the other 
hand, will never tempt the chickens to 
eat too much. They will eat a little 
at a time, forage and scratch, and 
return half a dozen times a day to the 
vee feed hopper. 

he dry-feed system saves time and 
labor. It is based on nature. It has 
been proved successful. Adopt it, if yo 
are fond of chickens and have not a 
time to fool with them. 


Miss Claudia Dean, Rome, Ga., R. 
F. D. 7.—Mr. Wardin: I am writin, to 
your department for help. My Fens 
are suffering with a trouble that 
commonly Known in the country as 
pip.” The tongue has a hard gristie 
underneath that prevents their eating, 
so they sit around and literally starve 
to death. Sometimes, if taken in early 
stages, and the gristle taken off, they 
get well; but oftener die. Have had 
four to have it recently. and three 
have died. If you know anything 
about the trouble, and can give me a 
preventive and cure, it will greatly 
oblige. 

Answer—As I have often written be- 
fore, pip is not a disease in {tself, but 
one of the symptoms of some other dis- 
ease, usually diseases of the air pas- 
sages, like catarrh, roup, bronchitis or 
even pneumonia. The “gristle”’ or dry 
scale or pip on the tongue wil] dimin- 
the fact that the fow!] breathes through 
the mouth instead of the nostrils—an 
unnatural condition. I have known pip 
to make tts appearance from liver or 
bowel troubles; however, these cases 
are rare. 

The first thing to do is to diagnose 
the case to determine whether the 
trouble is of the head or body: this be- 
ing determined, doctor for the disease. 
and as this shows improvement the 
scale on pip on the tongue will dismin- 
ish gradually, and finally disappear. 
or if it does not, a few drops of gly- 
cerine applied to soften will soften it

The Colonel’s Shadow Domi- 
nates the Republican Situation, 


Unless the Colénel Butts’ In, 
However, Taft Will Be Re- 
nominated Easily — Under- 
wood Promises to Be Factor 
in the Democratic Contest.

Washington, December 33.—The. 
shadow of Theodore Roosevelt really 
dominates the political talk in Wash- 
ington just now. 

If Roosevelt was an active candi- 
date for the republican nomination, it 
is rewarded as extremely probable he 
could win it. Unless he is avowedly 
out for the nomination, however. 
shrewd observers can see nothing but 
Taft. From all sections of the coun- 
try men whose business it is to keep 
in touch with the sentiment of their 
communities tell the same story: Re- 
publican sentiment fs for the renom- 
ination of Taft—unless Roosevelt is 
in the race, 

I have talked with scores of men 
from all sections of the country, and 
they all yhave the same story to tell. 
With Roosevelt out of it or not, an ac- 
tive condition. Taft will win easily; 
with Roosevelt an active or even a 
passive candidate, {it is not so sure. I 
don’t wish to be understood as saying 
Roosevelt could get the nomination 
‘even if he were an avowed candidate. 
As a matter of fact, I think {t extreme 
ly doubtful. 

And by the same token the Roase- 
velt proposition has a most impor- 
tant bearing on the democratic nom- 
ination. With President Taft the re- 
publican standerd bearer it is pract; - 
cally certain that the democratic nom-

ideas, a man who will be~lfkely to at.

lette with enthusiasm. 

Shquld the unexpected happen and 
Mr. Roosevelt be the republican: nom-

wood, or some other man of conserva- 
tive tendencies weuld be very greatly 
increased. 

And let me say that the man who 
figures on the democratic nomination. 
leaving Underwood, of Alabama, oxt 
would do well to go slow. It is by 
no means certain that the conservative 
element in the party will not find the 
Alabamian the best man upon whom to 
center ff the deadlock happens which 
rT ha pe toy in the democratic conven- 
tion, 

In the judgment of shrewd political 
observeds he has more of the elements 
which go to make a dark horse than 
any man who can be picked out. 

While he is looked upon as some- 
what of @ conservative, he has not 
alienated the extreme wing of the 
Party to the extent that they would 
not be willing to vote for him. 

As things look today in Washington 
Governor Woodrow Wilson will go in- 
to the democratic convention with a 
good lead but it fs not regarded as 
probable that he can get the necessary 
two-thirds of the convention. 

When it comes to a compromise, 
Clark, Underwood and Marshall are 
mentioned in about that’order.

.Political Debates Will Be Con- 
ducted to Meet General 
Business Improvement With 
a Lack of Any Radical Meas- 
ures in Vogue.

New York, December 23.—(Publish- 
ers’ Press Special.)—Just now, of 
course, business in all lines is dull 
and will be for a week or two. The 
holiday trade is over and after the 
holidays, there will come stock-tak- 
ing, and the cleaning away for active 
business of 1912. This means, of 
course, that business from now until 
the middle of January will be prac- 
tically at the standstill. 

In figuring on the business of 1918, 
it ig impossible to leave politics out 
of the equation. 

A survey of the presidential years 
of the last half century shows, how- 
ever, that when presidential cam- 
paigns have involved issues of great 
moment to business, and the outcome 
has been in doubt, or so long as it 
has been in doubt business and stock 
market improvements have been ex- 
ceptional. The rule would be to ex- 
pect to the contrary. 

The present issues of politicg are 
of so vital a nature to business as to 
make the political year which ends 
next November of almost unparalleled 
importance since the civil war. There 
is certainly doubt enough about the 
outcome as réekards parties and per- 
sons. 

Whether or not doubt obtains as to 
the way in which the issues are to 
be settled, for what policies the people 
will vote and whether or not they will 
approve a program of 
Tadicalism or conservative progress- 
iveness, is another question. At the 
moment it seems to be the idea that 
politics will be impressed by the gen- 
eral desire of business improvement 
and expectation of it to conduct politi- 
cal debate away from radical meas- 
ures. 

There is a disposition therefore to 
look for an unusually good year for 
@ presidential year. 


Three-Quarters Capacity. 


Operations of the various industrial 
corporations of the country continue 
on a basis of about 75 per cent of ca- 
pacity. Certain branches of business 
report full operations while others are 
considerably below the average of 75 
per cent. The steel industry of the 
country continues to hold around 75 
per cent of capacity. The volume of 
new business has increased 10 to 15 
per cent over the last three weeks, and 
prices are a shade firmer. However, 
the margin of profit on steel and 
fron products is smaller than it has 
been in years, and the increase in 
business has not been followed by a 
corresponding increase in income. The 
fact that large consumers of steel are 
endeavoring to close contracts for ma- 
terial on a basis of present prices for 
future delivery, gives sufficient basis 
for the impression in corsuming and 
producing circles that prices have 
about reached bottom. 

The copper industry over the last 
two months appears to have emerged 
from its long period of depression. In 
this country and Europe the surplus 
appears to be equivalent to not much 
over six weeks consumption. The fig- 
ures for November were encouracing 
in the extreme. Copper producers ap- 
pear confident that the industry has 
turned for the better and that next 
year will witness a further decrease in 
surplus stocks. 

The dry soods trade reports im- 
provement, with an _ increase in the 
percentage of active mills. The de- 
mand for goods also shows expan- 
sion. 

The equipment situation is better 
than it has been in a year, but, car 
buying has resulted in no sharp in- 
crease in operations. The car com- 

nies are operating between 55 and 
RS per cent of capacity, but at one 
time during the year were on a 35 or 
40 per cent basis. Car purchases over 
the last two months aggregate close 
to 80.000, and with further buying of 
consequence, the equipment companies 
early next year should be operating 
close to 75 per cent of capacity. 

Rullding operations throughout the 
country continue large. The falling off 
in the east has been offset by in- 
creased construction in the west. 

Electrical companies are doing a 
fair business. While no new high rec- 
ords are being established, the vol- 
ume of incoming business is not far 
from what it was a vear ago. This ifs 
a good showing, when the absence of 
large contracts is taken into consid- 
eration. 

One prominent manufacturer, who 
keeps in close touch with the business 
situation, figures that the improve- 
ment in general business in Novem- 
ber was equal to about 10 per cent. 
The increase has not been accompa- 
nied by material advances in prices. 

Sentiment in business circleg is, per- 
haps, better than it has been at any 
time this year. Consumers are buy- 
ing with a degree of confidence not 
noticeable two years ago. If nothing 
develops to create disturbance, bust- 
ness men believe this confidence will 
grow and by the spring of next year 
wheels will be turning and there wil! 
be less idle labor. 
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A very good indication of how fast 
the population increases is that about 
two hundred new telephones go into 
use in and around New York city every 
’ twenty-four hours.

WEAK WAR FLEET 
NOT ECONOMY 


Says Hobson When Naval Ap- 
propriation is Up, 


The Merrimac Hero Believes in 
Naval Power—United States 
Can No Longer - Demand 
Things Unless. She Fights 
Afterwards, He Says. 


By Ralph M. Whiteside. 

Washington, December 23.-——(Spe- 
clal.)—If Captain Richmond Fearsou 
Hobson had his way, this country 
would soon be able to match fleets 
with. any powe.s in the world, England 
not excepted. It makeg him hot to 
hear talk of economizing by cutting 
the naval building appropriation. He 
declared the other day: 

“That would nct be ovenaney. It 
would, on the contrary, probably re- 
sult in a very great loss. There is 
an aspect of the naval question which 
is not as widely understood as it 
should be. Now here is a fact: 

“The greatest net loss which the 
United States ever sustained was be- 
tween the years 1892 and 1896, when 
we failed to construct three battie- 
ships. Those three ships of the type 
then being built would have cost a 
total of $10,060,000. If they had been 
constructed there would have been no 
war with Spain. They would have 
given us, as opposed to Spin, absolute 
control of the sea. We did not appd?- 
cently have such control without them. 
Therefore we had to fight. What was 
the result? We went into a war the 
ultimate cost of which is about $§1,- 
500,000,000. In other words, we saved 
$10,000,000 and found ourselves en- 
gaged in a conflict the cost of which 
it is almost impossible for the mind 
to conceive. 

“The next greatest net loss sustain- 
ed by this country occvrred between 
the years 1366 and 1811, when there 
was a failure to provide for a rea- 
sonable navy. One million dollars 
spent in ships at that time would 
have preventcad the war of 1812, and all 
the tremendous cost which followed it, 
One million dollars would have pre- 
vented the calling out of nearly 500,- 
#00 volunteers and wouid have made 
unnecessary an cnormous pension list. 
The country saved ‘thax: million, and 
we had our war. One of the incidents 
of it was the fact that 3,000 Ensiish 
soldiers burned the city of Washing- 
ton. Was there any economy in that? 

Third Rate Power. 

“We are now a third rate naval 
ycwer, due principally to the construc- 
tion of what is known as the Dread- 
naught type of battleship. When the 
first Dreadnavght was constructed by 
England all of her other ships and all 
the ships of other powers automat- 
ically went to the scrap heap. The 
Dreadnaught became a new standard, 
Germany had an opportunity to start 
practically even with Great Britain in 
building a new navy, for the Dread- 
naught is today the only type which 
can go into the first tine of battle. 
England has twelve and has either 
authorized or is building nine. The 
- ies States has six and is building 
six. 

“We are no longer in a position to 
Say to Germany what we said at the 
time of the Venezuelan incident. The 
Mcnroe Doctrine had then been called 
into question. We served notice upon 
Germany that we wculd maintain the 
doctring and Germany withdrew grace- 
tully from Venezuela. Why? imply 
because as compared with Germany, 
we had contr: 1! of the sea. Our navy 
was tnen sixty Per cent stronger than 
Germany's. There was no war and no 
resultant burden of cost. That was 
economy. 

“But suppose Germany today should 
seek to dispute the Monroe Doctrine, 
and suppose we should again assert 
that it shall be maintained. We no 
icnger have ccntro] of the sea. We 
must either vield the Monroe Doctrine 
or fight for it. Of course, we would 
fight. The point I want to make is 
that we are no !).nger in a position 
to avert such a conflict, because we 
are no longer more powerful than 
Germany. In the case of Venezuela, 
Gerimany yielded because the United 
States was in a position to defeat her 
navy. Today the case !s reversed. 

“These are a few reasons why I 
contend it is not economy to maintain 
a weak navy, but to the contrary, it is 
a certain road to enormous losses.”

OF COTTON SEED OIL 


New York, December 23.—(Special.) 
Another week has passed without re- 
vealing any decided change in prices 
of refined cotton seed oil and the mar- 
ket, while active, has been merely a 
drifting affair with speculative opera- 
tions predominating. Receipts from pri 
mary points have been liberal and the 
nearby deliveries have felt the de- 
pression usually exercised when iocal 
stocks are free. Slight advances in 
the cotton, lard and crude oil mar- 
kets failed to stimulate bullish en- 
thusiasm and transactions in refined 
oll, at best, were chiefly professional 
with selling a little more pronounced 
than buying. The continued absence 
of important demand for consuming 
account is one of the market's weak- 
est features, and the feeling in lead- 
ing trade quarters, is ebarish, al- 
though few predict any material re- 
vision from current quotations. 

At intervals during the week, there 
was evidence of liquidation, by some 
of the leadi refiners, but the de- 
mand for short account was sufficient- 
ly active to prevent any serious de- 
cline in prices. It is pointed out that 
short covering has been in progress 
througlsout the past month on au 
elaborate scale and leading operators 
are of the opinion that the elimina- 
tion of a large part of the short in- 
terest has placed the market in a 
weaker technical position. Late in the 
week, the western grain trade buyers 
of the future options, but it could not 
be ascertained whether these interesis 
were accumulating long oil or cover- 
ing old contracts. The western lard 
crowd were also moderate buyers of 
May and July. A prominent refiner, 
identified with Portsmouth, was the 
largest seller. This operator offered 
freely whenever the demand became 
active.

The re- 
cent agitation in Washington over 
the oleomargarine tax has tended, to 
create a conservative feeling in mar- 
gearine consuming quarters and =the 
hand-to-mouth policy is being adopt- 
ed by purchasers.

“The Red Cross Christmas seal campaign is more encouraging this year 
than last, because people understand better its significance. 

“I can report only for the work in Atlanta, aince only this territory 
has been assigned is this year. 

“There are about thirty women on the general committee. 
is serious and vigorous. They are trying hard to transmute the large 
amount of moral approbation of the cause into active service for it. The 
effort this December is to raise at least $3,000. This means that 300,000 
Séalg must be sold.

“that the southern mountaineer is 
not a lability, but an agset.” Another | 
has. predicted that when the hands of | 
civilization, education and religion 
have been laid on the young of these 
people they will develop a larger per 
cent of good and. self-respecting, use- 
ful citizens of the country than will 
the boys and girls taken from. the 
congested centers of population. 
Proud, suspicious, with an almost 
irritating spirit of independence; hos- 
pitable in the truest sense of the 
word—giving to the neighbor and the 
stranger within their gates that which 
they really need themselves; with a 
brain quick to utilize every chance for 
betterment; capable of appreciating 
and reaching high ideals, if only a 
guiding hand is held out to point the 
way—a sympathetic hand it must be, 
however, that will not wound a tem- 
per morbidly sensitive; with a nature 
so honest that “mountaineer” has

They have been neglected, cruelly 
neglected, and our sin of omission is 
“smelling rang to heaven.” In some 
of the mountain districts of our great 
and prosperous Georgia—a state 
claiming to be an empire of riches 
and apportunity—20 per cent of the 
voting population cannot read or 
write. Many of them live in poor log 
cabins, in which a new-born babe, its 
suffering mother, and relatives of 
both sexes—sometimes @ casual guest 
or two—often are found occupying the 
same room, the only room of the poor 
cabin home. 


Georgia’s Duty te Mountain Whites. 


Since 1870 Georgia has spent ap- 
proximately $110,000,000 on the oin- 
cation of the negro; in addition to 
this, think of the countless thousands 
of dollars that go to educate and 
Christianize alien oples! As Geor- 
Sia has done and is doing, so other 
southern states have done and are 
doing. In consequence, an appalling 
proportion of the three million in- 
habitants of our mountain districts 
live in ignorance and squalor; are suf- 
ferers from arrested development; 
have been robbed of their birthright 
of education; have been pitifully de- 
frauded of the blessings and sunshine 


of. life. 
People of Pure Blood. 


These people are today in 
customs and speech, on thetk ee 
fathers were when, 135 years ago 
after fighting gallantly in-the war of 
the revolution, making splendid rec-: 
ords as soldiers, they came in large 
numbers from Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey and Delaware and settled along 
the rugged sides of our mountain 
chains, “the world forgettin by the 
world forgot.” They are, as John Fox, 
Jr., has aptly termed them, “our con- 
temporary ancestors.” 

Their religion is often a mere 
superstition, for where preacher and 
teacher are hardly above in education 
and intelligence the men and women 
they essay to lead, true religion is 
not possible. 

How many of you have done any 
work among the mountainéers of 
Georgia? How many have given them 
the benefit of settlement work by 
living a while among them during 
your summer vacations, and by pre- 
cept and example, showing the way to 
a broader and fuller and more de- 
cent existence? If yoy have been in 
their homes, associated with them at 
all, vou must have noted how dumbly 
they grope, how voiceless, but infi- 
nitely pitiful is their suffering. 

Will you help to bring them out of 
this darkness? Will you not, this 
very night, join with our association 
in an earnest endeavor to open the 
“door of opportunity” to these moun- 
tain folks, who carry in their veins 
the purest American blood in this 
country? 

Founding ef Association. 


In 1907 we founded the State Asso- 


sryecialist from the state . board of 
health, and some of the suspects of 
hookworm afe, at last, being examined 
end will be treated.

We sent our domestic sci- 
ence teacher @nd two of the cooking 
class to serve lunches; to make candy 
and help boom our school. We won 
ten of th: prizes, but could have won 
more if our people had seen the need 
to unite with cs. There was not much 
competition for the members of the 
Farm Life clad, so we Jjo not deserve 
much credit for the prizes we won. 
We exhibited the following: Sewing, 
woodwork, cooking, pizs, corn, pota- 
toes, turkeys, chickens. Could have 
done more if the fair had come later. 

We still have four teachers, inciud- 
ing the music teacher, who comes 
twice each week from Dublin. The 
patrong thought that we ougkt to 
leave one off when Miss Ward left us 
this fall to study. We cannot do the 
work with a smaller teaching force. 
We really need another teacher, go 
that the principal could have more 
freedom to do outside work, but we 
have a struggle to raise the money 
with which to pay the salaries of those 
we now have. 

Genervus Gift. 

The gift from the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce which came to us so un- 
expectedly last spring jast as we were 
closing here, made it possible for us 
to finish the inside work of the dormit- 
tory, and will help towards the laun- 
dry, which is our crying need. Wa 
tave a ram, which brings the wate- 
from under the hill, and want, first 
of all, an elevated tank on the grounds 
so that we can have a supply of water 
cn hand all the while. After we have 
the water supply, we must have a 
laundry room, some simple laundry 
equipment which can be introduced 
into the substantial homes of the com- 
munity. Thus we hope to, in a meag- 
ure, solve the servant problem. At 
the same time we will be making 
those who live in the dormitory «om- 
fortaUle use we are often com- 
pelled to d> cur own laundry wurk.

Every effort, so freely and intelli- 
gently bestowed by the members as a 
federation ang as individuals, has been 
for the regeneration of the state. I 
believe no soul is so small and biased 
as to withhold its measure of praise 
of the work done by this body of 
women. j 

Calls for Aid. 


I ask you to adopt as your peculiar 
work—and all women must work now, 
if we would hold the respect of the 
world about us—the furtherance of 
this educational movement among the 
poor whites of our state, and I would

has hitherto known so little.

I am asking pledges 
from them personally, and I ask fur- 
ther that they carry these appealing, 
imperative needs to the notice of their 
business associates. I ask that they 
realize that the north has done more 
to force upon the south the equality of 
the negro than the south has done by 
education and industrial training to 
maintain the supremacy of the white 
race.

Through the 
united efforts of the local school board, 
our club and others, enough subscrip- 
tions were secured to ingure the build- 
ing,. and work was started on sime 
about September 1. The work is pro- 
gressing as rapidly as funds are Be- 
cured, and the first floor will be com- 
pleted and be used by the school by 
January 1, 1912, and the entire build- 
ing should be finished a month later. 
This structure will cost, outside of the 
seating, about $6,500, $5,000 of which 
has been promised, leaving Some work
